A recent finan- 
cial conference called by the Esthonian Government, which delegates of all 
the Baltic countries attended, made proposals for changes in the currency 
systems of these countries and it is believed that banks of issue of the 
other countries will in the future take over the issuance of notes.

Thank you for your letter of September 21st, with 
copy of the letter from the American Consul in Reval,and the 
translation givine the terms of the competition for the designs 
of this proposed issue. 

Under the tems of the conpetition it would seem 
that though they might get desiens that were artistic and typical 
of the country, there would be but very little security. 

“his is a point which it would be well for you to 
always dwell upon in talking to a prospective bank note customer. 
A note may prove to be most artistic in its make-up and design yet, 
at the same time, have little or no security. This you can easily 
understand, since in these days practically anything can be reproduced 
by photography, with little trouble, with the exception of lathe work 
and beautifully engraved vignettes. 

By way of information we might mention that the best 
proof of this we have seen was in the case of the reproduction made 
by the Reichsdruckerei of Berlin, of a bond we had made for a Chilean 
Bank.
